Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

^  I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 

.^anitarj''  circumstances  of  the  district  for  the  year  19^4.  This  is  the  seventh 

report  to  be  presented  since  the  coming  into  force  of  the  National  He'^lth 
Service  Act,  I946. 


A  review  of  the^ health  and  vital  statistics  for  the  year  is  very 
Sciti 3 factory.  The  Registrar  Genera.1  estimated  the  mid-year  population  ss 
4,740  compred  with  4,716  for  the  year  I953,  an  increase  of  24  persons.  There 
wure  59  live  births  and  6C  deaths,  giving  a  natural  increase  of  9.  Thus  there 
f:  movement  of  people  into  the  district.  The  crude  birth  rate  v;as 

14,5D  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  the  crude  death  rate  12. 70  per  1  000  of 
the  population,  fly  use  of  the  comparability  factor  supplied  by  the  Registrar 
General,  the  birth  rate  becomes  I6.58  and  the  death  rate  9.02.  The  purpose  of 
this  factor  is  to  modify  local  rates  to  those  of  a  population  with  an  age  and 
sex  distribution  of  i^nnland  and  Wales  as  a  whole.  The  standard  rates  for 
hng-land  and  Wales  are  -  Birth  rate  I5.?  and  death  rate  11. 3. 

The  principle  cause  of  death  v^as  cerdio-vascular  disease  and  the  next  most 
irequent  cause  was  cancer.  No  children  died  under  the  age  of  one  year,  v/hich  is 
a  remark-ible  tribute  to  the  raidwives,  health  visitors  and  district  nurses.  The 
Ira  ant  liortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  23.5  per  1,000  live  births.  This 
IS  the  lov^est  it  has  been  and  although  v;ork  still  reouires  to  bo  done  to  bring  it 
down  even  ^J^^her,  research  is  now  needed,  -nd  is  taking  place,  into  the  diseases 
aiiectii^,  the  other  end  of  life,  often  spoken  of  os  the  degenerative  diseases, 
for  although  more  people  are  living  to  an  age  of  65,  this  does  not  mean  that  old 
people  are  living  much  longer.  Apart  from  the  diseases  of  old  people,  much  work 
will  have  to  be  done  as  their  percentage  in  the  population  increases  into  lengthen; 
their  productive  life  in  the  community.  The  establishment  of  Old  People's  Clubs 
does  much  to  take  the  loneliness  from  old  age  and  the  work  of  voluntary 
organisations  end  of  the  V/elfare  Officers  in  this  direction  and  in  mary  others 
connected  with  the  elderly  is  to  be  commended. 


The  town  is  to  be  congratulated  on  their  scheme  for  the  provision  of 
bungalows  for  old  people  and  I  have  been  very  glad  to  have  the  opportunity  of 
maki^  me.aical  recommendations  for  their  'allocation.  The  number  of  people  on  the 
war ti rig  list  for  new  council  houses  -t  the  end  of  the  year  was  88. 


iiCcidents  in  the  home  increase  each  year,  young  children  and  old  people 
eing  particularly  liable  to  them.  Care  requires  to  bo  continually  devoted  to 
trying  to  eliminate  causes  and  to  encouraging  tidiness  in  the  home. 


iJuring  the  year  224  cases  of  Measles  were  notified,  which  is  a  very  large 
increase  on  last  year-,  but  a  larger  number  was  to  be  expected  as  a  high  incidence 
o  Mu  Sit'S  is  a  biennial  occurrence  and  no  readily  available  immunising  agent  hris 
yet  eon  discovered  for  this  disease.  On  the  other  hand,  there  were  only  three 
Cc  ses  of  Whooping  Cough  and  as  tliis  disease  does  not  show  the  biennial  occurrence 
cf  Mer-sles,  it  would  appear  to  be  evidence  that  the  immunisation  of  young  children 
against  this  disease  is  bearing  fruit.  There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  during 
tne  yov^r.^  This  is  now  a  rare  disease  but  only  because  of  the  intensive 
immunisation  campaign  of  the  last  few  years.  Ary  relaxation  of  the  programme  may 
well  leao  to  further  cases  and  I  have  stressed  in  the  body  of  the  report  the 
necessity  of  early  immunisation  against  this  disease  and  Whooping  Cough. 

V(-iCci nation  against  Smallpox  is  another  subject  to  which  attention  is  drav/n  in 
the  section  dealing  with  Infectious  Diserises.  Generally  speakiiy-  the  parents  of 
children  in  the  area  appear  to  be  aw'^re  cf  the  value  of  protective  inoculation 
and  the  enthusiasm  cf  the  nurses  is  haviiy;  its  reward  in  good  cat  tendances  at  the 
immunisation  clinics. 


Disease  from  food  and  drink  still  occurs,  and  it  is  frequently  food  wlaich 
appe?  rs  sound  which  is  the  most  dangerous  because  it  has  been  handled  by  people 
who  havo  disobeyed  the  principles  of  food  lygiene  whether  wittingly  or  unwittingly.

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It  is  necesso.ry,  therefore,  both  to  cr^rry  out  education  e.s  to  the  correct 
methods  and  to  see  that  they  '■re  complied  with. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  continued  kindness  and  support  and  to  the  Clerk,  Surveyor  and 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  clerical  staff  for  their  ready  co-operation  and  assistance 
throughout  the  year.

North  Vjalsham  Urban  District  is  included  with  Smallburgh  Rural  District 
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and  Blofiold  and  Flegg  Rural  District  to  form  No.l.  /jea  of  Norfolk  County 
Council  for  the  purpose  of  carryinit;  out  the  duties  for  which  the  County  Health 
Authority  has  accepted  responsibility  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act 
1946.  These  include  the  care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children,  Midwifery  Service, 
Health  Visiting  Service,  Hone  Nursing  Service,  Vaccination  and  Immunisation, 
Prevention  of  Illness  Care  and  Aftercare,  Domestic  Health  Service  and  Meptal 
Health  Service.  Some  of  these  services  along  with  the  School  Health  Service, 
in  the  area  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Area  Medical  Officer,  who  also  acts 
as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  three  County  Districts  comprising  Area  No.l 
referred  to  above.

The  Home  Help  Service  is  administered  from  the  Area  Local 
Health  Office,  Aspland  Road,  Norwich,  and  an  average  of  8  cases  were  assisted 
each  week  tliroughout  the  year.  Applications  for  assistance  are  addressed  to 
the  Welfare  Officer  at  his  North  Walsham  Office.  In  addition  to  cases  dealt 
with  under  this  service,  the  VJelfare  Officer  was  able  to  arrange  for  other 
cases  to  be  assisted  by  obtaining  Domestic  Assistance  Allowance  from  the 
National  Assistance  Board. 

.j^iBULAi'iCF  FACILITIES.  The  maintenance  of  an  adequate  ambulance  service  is  the 
liability  of  the  Norfolk  County  Council.  This  duty  is  discharged  through  the 
St.  John’s  ijnbulance  Brigade  and  the  British  Red^^ociety  on  Subs t ant i'lly  the 
same  lines  as  those  operating  before  the  5th  July,  1948.

Tests .  -  Three  br.cterialogical  examinations  were  made  with  highly  satisfactory 
results.  One  chemical  analysis  was  also  satisfactory. 
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duality .  Tho  chemical  chr-rrct eristics  were  almost  exactly  the  same  as  in 
the  previous  yerT,  and  the  Public  Analyst  pronounced  the  water  as  very 
suitable  for  drinking  arid  general  purposes.  The  only  differences  were  a 
slight  decrease  in  salinity  and  a  slight  increase  in  hardness. 

Supply .  During  the  year  a  small  number  of  properties  with  unsatisfactory 
supplies  were  connected  mth  the  mains.  At  all  times  an  a.dequate  volume  of 
supply  was  maintained.

Further  properties  were  connected  to  the  sev;er  extensions  completed 
two  years  ago,  mainly  superceding  cesspool  installations.  Trf'de  waste 
continued  to  be  accepted  from  the  Steam  Laundry  and  the  Norfolk  Canneries  Ltd. 

Pollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams  -  No  action  was  ta,ken  beyond  investigation  of 
drr-inage  ditches,  and  one  was  cleaned  out. 

Closet  Accommodation  -  The  provision  of  bathroom  and  water  closet 
accommodation  has  cagain  continued,  several  pail  closets  having  been  commuted 
to  the  water  carried  system. 

Niirht  Soil  Collection.  -  This  has  been  maintadned  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
81  properties  were  being  served. 

Public  Sanitary  Accomraodo-tion  -  The  present  public  conveniences  in  the  Town 
were  built  for  a  temporary  period  of  ten  years,  which  has  long  since  expired, 
and  new  up-to-date  ones  arc  desirable,  newer  toilets  in  the  Park  continue  to 
be  satisfactory* 

Disinfestation  -  The  services  given  by  the  Council's  trained  Rodent  Operative 
have  been  continued.  No  serious  infestations  were  met  with  and  all  were 
satisfactorily  treated.  Finadly,  all  the  Council's  sewers,  refuse  tips  and 
5ew£4:e  Works  were  kept  disinfested. 

Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse.  -  This  was  executed  satisfactorily  during 
the  year . 

j*'~lvai::e  Collection  -  This  was  resumed  on  a  small  scale  during  the  year.

No  action  was  taken  under  Sec.  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936»  Thirty 
liight  Loc”!  authority  Houses  were  completed  and  Forty  Four  v;ere  under 
construction  bj^  tho  end  of  the  ye'-'r.  i.t  the  end  of  195^  under  all  Housing 
Acts  the  Council  had  erected  427  houses.  Erection  of  22  Old  Persons 
Bungalows  commenced. 

Private  domestic  buildinc:  again  incrorcsed,  probably  due  to  removal  of 
licencing  procedure.  Eight  private  houses  were  completed  and  Fourteen  were 
under  construction  at  the  year's  end.

Routine  visits  are  paid  and  a'dvice  given  where  necessary  in  connection 
with  the  Council's  Bylaws  for  Clean  Food  made  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  i^ct 
1938 •  No  administrative  difficulties  have  arisen. 

Ice  Cream  so-mpling  was  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  In  the 
main  the  samples  tested  reached  the  Provisional  Grade  1  category.  One  sample 
fell  witliin  Grade  3*  /.ppropriato  action  was  taken  in  this  case.

INFECTIOUS  DISEi.SE. 


Whoopirc  Cou^:h.  There  were  3  crises  notified  durin^c  the  yerr.  This  is  now 

probably  the  most  danf^erous  common  infection  of  eorly  child¬ 
hood,  because  of  the  lupg  complications  which  so  frequently  occur,  particularly 
durin,;  the  first  yecar  of  life.  Inoculation  rgjainst  it,  which  is  now  frequently 
combined  with  that  e.j:;ainst  Diphtheria  and  can  be  carried  out  either  by  General 
Medicol  Practitioners  or  Public  Health  Medical  Officers,  should  be  commenced 
soon  after  the  third  month. 

Diphtheria..  There  were  no  cases  during  the  year.  The  percentage  of  school 
children  in  the  County  who  have  been  inoculated  against  this 
disease  is  satisfactory  because  of  the  scheme  wherety  children  are  inoculated  in 
schools  by  Medical  Of.ficers  of  the  School  Health  Department,  but  the  percentage 
of  babies  inoculated  during  the  first  year  of  life  is  still  too  low. 

It  is  necessary,  in  order  to  eradicate  the  disease,  to  secure 
immunisaticn  of  not  less  than  ']y/o  of  babies  before  their  first  birthday.  At 
the  present  time,  less  than  half  this  percentage  of  babies  ore  immunised  in  ■’  ■ 
Enj;;land  and  Wales. 

Smallpox.  Vaccinrbion  against  smallpox,  which  ceased  to  be  compulsory  with  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  has  now  reached  a  low  level  in  the 
County,  but  with  the  increased  speed  of  air  travel,  infected  persons  may  arrive 
in  this  country  while  still  in  the  incubation  period,  and  give  rise  to  local 
epidemics.  Prim.ory  vaccination  in  infancy  is  a  much  simpler  matter  than  for 
adults  and  all  babies  should  have  this  very  minor  operation  performed, 
preferably  during  the  first  three  months,  so  that  inoculation  against 
Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria  can  be  proceeded  with  immedia^tely  after  it  h-:^s 
been  completed. 

Measles .  There  were  224  c.ases  notified  during:  the  year.  The  natural  history 
of  this  disease  is  such  that  it  shows  a  high  incidence  of  infection 
every  tv;o  years  and  last  year  there  were  comparatively  fov;  cases. 

.Scarlet  Fever .  There  were  3  cases  of  this  disease  during  the  yeor.  In  this 

country  it  is  now  norma.lly  a  mild  complaint  which  is  treated 
a.t  home  rather  than  in  an  iscLaticn  hospital.  The  same  germ  which  causes 
■Scarlet  Fever  in  one  person,  causes  only  a  sore  throat  in  another.  Both  are 
equally  infectious  and  to  isolate  one  and  not  the  other  is  sc'^rcely  logical. 

Food  Poisoning.  Two  cases  occurred  durir^;  the  year.  Careful  attention  to 

person'll  hygiene  and  the  protection  of  food  from  flies  is 
essenti-rl  for  all  food  handlers.  In  addition,  the  d^'nger  of  keeping  made-up 
me.at  dishes  for  subsequent  meals  should  be  borne  in  mind,  particularly  in  warm 
weather . 

Tuberculosis .  There  was  one  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

The  Council  appepr  to  be  vrell  aware  of  the  lmporta.nce  of  making 
special  housing'  provision  for  certain  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

Infective  Hepatitis.  There  was  one  case  durirv;  the  year.  Owin^’  to  the  long 

incubation  period  of  about  one  month  the  inf  activity  of 
cases  is  not  always  apparent.  Persons  who  have  been  contacts  with  a  case  should 
report  to  their  doctor  and  isolate  themselves  at  the  first  occurrence  of 
symptoiTis,  as  inf  activity  in  this  disease,  os  in  most  others,  is  greatest  in 
the  epTly  stages.
